We don't believe our Board of Selectmen are 
going to start worrying too much about the next 
Town Manager until our annual Town Meeting has 
been held. They will have enough on their hands 
until that time to keep them busy. 

But it is a problem which they will have to 
face, for it is they and they alone who do the 
choosing. 

Section 7 of Chapter 592 of the Acts of 1950 
passed by our Legislature provides for the ap- 
pointment of our Town Manager. 

Briefly, it calls for an appointment by the 
Selectmen as soon as practicable of a Town Ma- 
nager who shall be a person esp2cially fitted 
by education, training and by previous full 
time paid experience as a town or city manager, 
or assistant manager. He need not be a resident 
of Wilmington ( nor is a Wilmington resident 
specifically prohibited) but shall not have 
held any elective office in the Town of Wilming 
ton for a twelve month period prior to his ap- 
pointment. 

Of this we may be certain. The Selectmen 
will conform with the law. They will advertise 
in certain publications circulated among Town 
and City “anagers that a vacancy does exist and 
that they will consider applications for the 
post. And, to go a step further, we have no 
doubt that they, acting together, will choose 
for our new Town Manager that person among the 
applicants who they deem to be the best. 

And it could take some months to make that 
choice.

There are a series of variables which must

Listing the variables we have: 1. The Esti- 
mated Assessed Valuation for the coming year of 
the real estate in town, 2. The Estimated Rey 
ceipts of the town for the coming year from all 
sairces other than the levy on real estate. , and 
3. Estimated Available Funds. In addition to 
that there is the guess of what the Town will 
do to the budget, and the various articles in 
the town Warrant. 

This week's paper reproduces a table showing 
the latest figures of the Town Manager. He has 
shown the Gross Amount to be raised, less the 
Available Funds, which is a guess, less the Es- 
timated Receipts, which is also a guess, to get 
the Total Tax Levy. He has been conservative 
with his figures.’ Other people could be more or 
less conservative and arrive at a different, ie 
lower or high tax rate. 

Of course the TM's figures are not final. 0- 
thers will have to work on them. The Finance 
Committee will undoubtedly revise some of the 
figures shown. The Town Meeting, in itself will 
make some changes. Then the State will certify 
the figure that they think should be used for 
Available Funds, and finally the Assessors will 
arrive at the Total Valuation of Real Estate, 
from which, sometime next May or June we will 
learn what the tax-rate will be. 

The important thing is to be conservative in 
the figures to be used. Otherwise there is a 
great danger that a tax rate will be announced 
which will be higher than figured on, and chaos 
will result as far as the taxpayer's pocketbook 
is concerned. 

We cannot forget the year 1954. in which 
figures were submitted which were optimistic. 
As a result we had an unexpected tax rate in- 
crease of $11, and a lot of unhappy people. 

That should not happen this year.

new salary schedule starts at 
$3800 a year. When we voted on 
it, we each wrote down on a 
piece of paper what we thought 
it should be. one person wrote 
$3700, three wrote $3800 and

When a teacher is elected to 
teach in a school system for| 
the third year he cr she goes 
on tenure, which means that he 
has a job for life.

We in this country are under 
great pressure from abroad, on 
our educational system, and I 
am referring to Russia. our 
schools are not as good as 
they could be, and it is we 

have to face up to this, 

ir School Committee has been 
exploring ways of improving 
our educational standards. We 
‘have, for instance, decided on 
reimbursement of 50% of the 
co for tuition by teachers 
who are seeking to better then 
selves professionally. 

This could sound alarming, in 
costs, but it isn’t. We spent 
three hundred dollars on this 
last year, and there was plen- 


fY ot return tor it, as tar as 

am concerned. Now our Super- 
intendent of Schools can guide 
the teachers into the courses 
that will do most for the tea- 
cher, and for the pupils. I be 

lieve that when we have a 
smart and well educated tea- 
cher, some of that learning is 
bound to rub off, as it were, 
onto the kids. 

We are constantly planning 
and studying revision and ex- 
tension of the present curri- 
culum in our schools, to make 
our classes mean more, to find 
ways of cutting out waste, both 
in time and in effort, to make 
sure that our textboks are up 
to date. 


We are trying to attract to 
our town the finest teachers 
possible. There is a great dif 
ficulty in getting good tea- 
chers today. First grade tea- 
chers are hard to get, and it 
is hard to get good science 
and math teachers.

Over 25% of our population 
is in our public schools, and 
we get about 300 more pupils 
every year - that means more 
teachers - about $40,000 in 
additional salaries each year.

The per pupil cost of Wilm- 
ington students is $154 to the 
tax payer, with an additional 
$50 or so coming from the 
state. Woburn pays $168 and 
Brookline pays over $400 per 
public school student, and of 
course you must remember that 
in Woburn there are a lot of 
children who attend either 
private or parochial schools - 
over 30%, but they get re- 
imbursed for these too.
